sans, our captains of industry, far more 
than she needs our soldiers at the pres- 
ent time. Indeed, France and England 
are not now suffering from a shortage 
of men on. the battle front 
In both 


EoglanU and France the pinch for mou 
in the industries, in the munition shops, 
in. aeroplane factories, in shipyard-, !• 
engineering fields, is much greater than 
on the battle front. 


"This is the situation today. A year 


from today it may be entirely different 
Then our men may be needed to 
strengthen the decimated and won: 
forces of France and England 


"But the men in the trenches and the 


bisf sruns back of them cannot alone 
•win this war. 
After finding herself 


forced to the defensive by the allies 
on the western front Uertnauy turned 
to the submarine, staking her hopes of 
triumph on it. 
HeanwhUe the aero- 


plane has come to be a bigger factor in 
the war than the submarine. 


"The submarine, our own devilish 


creation, will be and must be neutralu- 
ed and eliminated by America. And 
with 100,000 aeroplanes added within 
the nest twelve mouths to the British 
and .French squadrons of aircraft we 
can crush another of our inventions 
now doing deadly •work in the hands 
c4" the enemy. 


Germani Equal France and England. 
"France and England combined have 


in operation, on the western front ap- 
proximately 4,000 aeroplanes. 
Back 


of the lines they have in reserve and 
ready for the fiont nnd also for tunn- 
ing purposes three machines to every 
two on the front. The best advices are 
that Germany s numerical strength iti 
aeroplanes is ju^,t about equal to that 
of Franco and Enplaud combined, and 
some reports indicate that Germaiiy 
has so far improved her machines, that 
they we again supsrior. 
' 


"In the early part of the war Ger- 


many xv as immeasurably stronger in 
aeroplanes than France und England 
Gradual!v the latter so improved this 
branch of their service that their air- 
craft were superior to those of the Ger- 
mans. I^itoly the Germans have ap- 
plied themselves with re-doubled force 
to the production of aeroplanes and 
tbeir higher development in speed and 
other respects 


"The a vet age life of nn aeioplane on 


the front is. about tvvo months 
This 


would mean a mortality on the -western 
front iiloms in EiKrlisu nntl French air 
craft of 1M.UOO machine'- in a jenr. 


"I hav-p not been able to learn the 


measure of lobs to the aeroplanes back 
of the lines, those used for training, 
but it must be large, especially as they 
are operated by preen men. If thia 
back of the lines mortality were to ag 
grecnlp. s;iv, (i.OOO machines a year, 
the total mortality ou the present soalo 
of aer'nl operations would be 30,00(1 
machines. 


"While England and France ara 


steadilj increasing their output, they 
are not increasing faster than Her 
many. So if they are to become strona 
enough to Kiiln control of the air. to 
subdue or destroy the enemy licet, thu 
nllie!> must havu a minimum of three 
uiachuu1-, iiiul. bolter, live, to evci_\

to their credit in the United States 
treasury, many of these deposits far 
exceeding that amount, and 347 ha^e 
more than Si.uuo te their credit. 


Barnett sprang "Into prominence a 


few days ago when Carl J O'Hornett, 
a leading banker and capitalist of 
Henrietta, Okla., guardian of the In- 
dian, telegraphed to Senator Robert L. 
Owen of Oklahoma urging that steps 
be taken by the United States authori- 
ties to Invest the grenter part, if not 
all, of Barnett's cash capital in inter- 
est bearing liberty bonds.

Owen at once communicated with Sec- 
retary Lane regarding the suggestion, 
and the legal problems of the case are 
now under consideration with a view 
of determining if the funds of incom- 
petent wards of the nation may be in- 
rested as suggested. 


Barnatt'e Story. 


The gtory of Baruett and his rise to 


wealth and national prominence is a 
romantic one. The son of a Creek chief, 
Barnett lived the life of a nomad of 
the plains, fishing and hunting and 
avoiding all contact with the white set- 
tlers who were slowly hut surely en- 
croaching upon and driving the In- 
dians from 
Iheir hunting 
grounds. 


When Indian territory became Oklaho- 
ma and the Creeks, Chicasaws, Choc- 
taws, Seminoles and Cherokees, the fire 
civilized tribes, were allotted lands for 
farming purposes in the eastern sec- 
tion of Oklahoma, Barnett vigorously 
opposed any movement on the part of 
the government to improve his condi- 
tion in life, but the government never- 
theless proceeded to execute its plans. 


With other Indians of his tribe, Bar- 


nett was arbitrarily allotted a parcel of 
land in the district north of Tulsa, 
which later was to become the famous 
Cu»hlng oil fields. Barnett indignant- 
ly refused to accept the land, which 
nevertheless was allotted to him, he ex- 
plaining that it was fit only for coyotes 
and Jack rabbits to starve in nnd in 
nowise suited to the requirements of 
an humble Indian whose sole desire was 
to be left alone so that he might hunt 
and fish and smoke at will. 


Oil Found on Land, 


One day about 1003 oil was discover- 


ed in the vicinity of Barnett's land, 
nnd a few months later a company of 
eastern capitalists applied to the de- 
partment of the interior for a long term 
lease of Barnctt's allotment, which, it 
was discovered, fairly exuded rich oil 
throughout its length and breadth. In 
due time the lease was executed, nnd 
by its terms Barnett ever since has re- 
ceived part of the proceeds of the sale 
of oil from (Up wells on his property, 
the money bprng deposited in national 
banks of Oklahoma to his credit. 


With the stolidity of the men of his 


rare. Barnelt displayed no enthusiasm 
or interest at the official announcement 
(hat the, land ho had epurti"d us use- 
Icsi and upon which he steadily re- 
fused to abide hod become enormously 
valuable and promised to make him u 
multimillionaire 
He declined, from 


lime to time to accept a greater por- 
llon of hi<; income than wits required 
to supply his bumble needs. 
In sign- 


ing receipts therefore he made his 
mark, and. being unable to rend or 
write, he rnado no attempt to irnesti- 
gfite the state of his finances'. Ho sel- 
dom spent more than ?50 « month for 
provision^, tobno'o and other supplies, 
and what was left he distributed cheer- 
fully amonR the less fortunate Indians 
of his tribe.

By education 
are meant Uis command of the English 
lansruape and hi<? apparent ability to 
understand and carry out commauil;*- 
Second. the physical qualifications of 
(he recruit. Has he sufficient physical 
endurance to carry out the daily routine 
of a soldier, and has_ he or can he de- 
velop sufficient reserve force to stand 
up under the strain of unusual physi- 
cal exertion? No matter how well a 
soldier serves during what might be 
called his normal activities, he is worse 
than useless If he becomes an addi- 
tional burden to the army during pe- 
riods uf unusual stress. 


In Reneral. to pass the examiner the 


candidate must be reasonably normal 
lu appearance.

Eyes a Stumbling Block. 


The eyes are another stumbling block. 


Circular Xo. '2i>. war department. 
1909. 


requires that the applicants for the 
line of the army and for the signal 
corps shall have the following vision 
or better: ^0-40 for the right eye and 
liU-100 for the left eye. provided that no 
organic disease exists in either eye. 


The applicant is tested by requiring 


him to read black letters of various 
heights at a distance of twenty feet. 
If he is able to read the line in which 
the letters are three-eighths of an inch 
high he is said to have normal v i^ion. 


lu the hospital corps and the 
ord- 


nance corps the visual requirements 
are not so severe ns the above. 


Defects of hearing are disqualify- 


ing. 
The hearing is tested by having 


the applicant staud with his back to- 
ward the examiner at a distance of 
twenty feet. While an assistant stops 
one ear the examiner whispers words 
or phrases, and If these are heard he 
records the hearing as 20-20.
